‘‘When confronted by the claim for 
payment of indemnity on the certifi­ 
cate of registration of the new asso­ 
ciation, the Secretary of Agriculture 
asked the opinion of the attorney gen­ 
eral as to the propriety of recogniz­ 
ing this registry association.

opinion as rendered says, ‘Your de­ 
partment should recognize 
for the 
purpose of payment by the state only 
those registry associations, whether 
one or more for each pure bred, which 
can furnish certificates which will en­ 
able you to assume, so far as it is 
possible to depend on any register, 
whether the animal condemned by the 
state was a pure bred bovine.’ 
‘‘The opinion furl Her says that ‘this 
registration by an association is in 
effect legally constituted prima facie 
proof that the animal is a pure bred 
in its class, and if pure bred, the 
state is bound to pay the larger sum 
of money, provided always that the 
registration is of a nature and sur­ 
rounded with lifeguards, such that 
it is prima facie as good evidence in 
new associations as in the original old 
one. 
Must Protect Funds 
“ ‘Because the interest of the state is 
monetary it is your duty to protect 
its funds and to be certain that their 
history recognized by your depart­ 
ment is an accurate and efficient rec­ 
ord. 
“ ‘In other words, the purpose of 
this particular law was to raise the 
maximum thirty dollars for pure bred 
bovine animals as determined by high­ 
ly reliable registration such as the 
legislature believed to be provided by 
the old association, and the burden is 
on tho Department of Agriculture to 
determine whether any new register­ 
ing association of any pure bred bo­ 
vines can be relied on with substan­ 
tially as much certainty as the re­ 
liance put on pure breed associations 
in existence at the time of the passage 
of the act. 
This is a question of fact 
and must bo investigated and ruled 
o!i by you.’

7.—An attempt 
was made to assassinate Premier 
Mussolini this morning. 
Mussolini was shot through the 
nose. 
The shooting occurred about ll 
o’clock while he was leaving the 
session of the C ongress of Inter­ 
national Surgery 
to enter his 
automobile. 
A great crowd was around the 
entrance cheering 
the 
Premier 
when the woman pressed to the 
front and pointing a revolver di­ 
rectly at him pulled the trigger. 
The woman was rescued from 
the crowd with great difficulty and 
was 
rushed to 
the jail where 
women prisoners are confined. 
Meanwhile Mussolini submitting 
to medical attention maintained 
great composure. He ordered that 
immediate steps be taken to pre­ 
serve order and that no retribu­ 
tion be taken. 
The woman who fired the shot 
gave her name to the police as 
Violet Albina Gibson, nee Dalkey.- 
She is 50 years old and a British 
subject.

The woman Is said to be a mem­ 
ber of a prominent British family 
and is of eccentric disposition.

The address to 
the Grand Duke follows: 
“M onseigneur—The
